REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed April 30, 2009 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently 
understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable about the 
content of the information, of each publication listed that is not in the English language. It has 
been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. 

2. Claims 19-24 are allowed because, as persuasively argued in the remarks filed March 13, 
2009, the prior art fails to show or suggest a boot comprising features corresponding to the 
limitations in the last paragraph of claim 19. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
